Detail« of the accidental death 
of Tom Hood, Proctor-reared man, 
in Egypt recently, were received 
last week by the father of the 
blast victim, in 
a letter 
from 
V. W, (Woody) Humphrey to of­ 
ficials of Rogers-Pay, Inc., geo­ 
physical engineering company of 
Houston, the company sponsoring 
the development of the oil field 
in Egypt where the accident oc­ 
curred. 
The accidental blast, fatal to 
Tom Hood, 33. son of Thomas Lee 
Hood of Proctor, occurred S atu r­ 
day, January 9. 
Young Hood, graduate of Proc­ 
tor and Comyn High Schools, lat­ 
er attended TCU and did four 
»ears work in engineering at the 
University of Texas where he re­ 
ceived a degree. He was employed 
by the Federal Governm ent in 
engineering 
projects in 
foreign 
countries during World W ar II, 
and for the past several months 
had been with the Houston com­ 
pany in Egypt. 
The letter, from Humphrey, who 
was In the vicinity of the Egyp- 
tion blast, follows: 
4:00 A.M. Frl. Jan. 10, 1948. 
Dear Mr, Rogers: 
I will try to give you w hat 


few facts I can on the terrible 
accident. Our Egyptian shooter 
was on leave, and Hoddc and 
Hood were shooting and observ­ 
ing. Hood a as shooting on his 
own option. 
Something 
happened 
on 
the 
shooting truck Just after or while 
setting up on a hole. The load-1 
ing poles were laying at the h o le, 
I and the firing line was stretched , 
j out from the hole and away from 
I the shooting truck. No charge had 
been loaded . It looked as if they j 
had just arrived there. 
As you know Hood is very care­ 
ful and methodical. I could find 
no evidence of carelessness. I was 
in the office some 10 or 12 km.! 
away when I heard the blast. I 
ran outside and could see dust, 
in the direction in which the 
crew was working. 1 Jumped i n ; 
the car and went to them as fast, 
as I could. I found Hood and his I 
4 helpers dead and also 3 of the i 
recording helpers. It looked as if 
the recording helpers m ight have; 
been coming in off the spread 
and passed by the shooters going* 
to the recording truck. The 4th; 
recording helper was down by the 
drill truck.
